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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it contains legal 
phraseology often used in patent claims such as "disclosed" (see abstract, line 2. 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

2. The disclosure (paragraph 23) is objected to because it contains an embedded 
hyperlink and/or other form of browser-executable code. Applicant is required to delete 
the embedded hyperlink and/or other form of browser-executable code. See MPEP § 
608.01. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Valimaa et al. (Valimaa, US Pat. No. 5,926,769) in view of Reding et al. (US Pat. No. 
5,812,657) 

Regarding claims 1-3, Valimaa teaches a wireless communication device (fig. 1) 
comprising: a keypad (22) having buttons, wherein the buttons have alphabetical 
characters mapped to corresponding numeric characters (col. 3, lines 8-20); a memory 
configured to store a string of alphanumeric characters representing a telephone 
number (col. 3, lines 21-32, lines 51-67). Valimaa further teaches entering numeric and 
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non-numeric characters (corresponding to alphanumeric) to store or dial a telephone 
number (col. 6, lines 25-35). 

Valimaa does not specifically teach an alphanumeric converter to translate the 
string of alphanumeric characters into corresponding numeric characters. 

However, converting alphanumeric string to numeric is very well known in the art 
of communications, as evidenced by Reding. Reding teaches a method that permits the 
entry of a combination of alphabetic and numeric characters, e.g., alphanumeric string, 
and converts it into a telephone number to a complete call (col. 2, lines 3-10, lines 33- 
43). Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, at the time 
the invention was made, to use the converting technique of a combination of alphabetic 
and numeric data into numeric data taught by Reding within the system of Valimaa in 
order to eliminate the burden on a user to convert alphabetic information into numeric 
information, and reduce the amount of time required to service a call involving 
alphabetic characters (col. 2, lines 52-60).
